If any man fap, Jam a griedaus fin- 
ner, and therefore am afraid to came: wherefore then do ye not re⸗ 
pent and amend: CAhen Cod calleth you, are pe net afhamed to Cap 
pe will not come? hen pe ould return to Gad, will pe excule 
pour ſelbes, and ſay ye are not ready? Conſider earneſtly with your 
felbes, how little fuch feigned extules will avail before God. Chey 
ihat refuled the feaſt in the Soſpel, becaule they had baught a farm, 
02 would try their pokes of oxen, oꝛ becaule they were married, were 
not lo excuſed, but counted unwoꝛthy of the heavenly feaſt. J foz my 
part ſhall be ready, and accogding to my office, I bid pou in the Name 
of Gov, J call pou in Chꝛilts behalt, J exhoꝛt pou, as you lobe pour 
own falbation, that pe will be partakers of this holy Communion. 
And as the Son of God did vouchlafe to yield up his Coul by death up⸗ 
on the Croſs foꝛ pour ſalvation: fo it is pour duty to reteibe the 
Communion, in remembeance of the facrifice of his Death, as he 
himlelk hach commanded: Mich ik pe ſhall neglea todo; conſider 
with pour lelves how great injury pedo unto God, and how fore pu⸗ 
niſhment hangeth ober pour heads for the lame; when pe wilfullp 
abfiatn from the Loꝛde Table, and leparate from your bꝛethꝛen, who 
come to fed on the banquet of that moſt heabenly fod. Thele things 
if pe earnefilp confider.pe will by Gods grate return toa better mind: 


faꝛ the obtaining whereof we thall not ceaſe to make our humble peti⸗ 


tions unto Almighty God our heabenly Father.

Foꝛ then we are guilty of the Body and Bloud 
of Chꝛiſt our Saviour; we eat and dꝛink our own Damnation, not 
contidering the Loꝛds body; we kindle Gods wꝛath againſt uss we 
pꝛoboke him to plague us with divers dileales, and Cundep kinds of
